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School to get new gym floor 


BOYNE CITY - Without a gym floor 
this fall the children in elementary 
school have had their ‘‘phys. ed.” 
outdoors. 

The school board at a special meeting 
Monday night voted to have. a new floor 
put in by someone besides North Kent 
Wall and Floor Tile Company of Grand 
Rapids, which put in the floor when the 
school was built. It is the failure of this 
floor that has prevented use of the gym 
this fall. 

At its last meeting the board ap- 
proved sending letters to the architects, 
Wakely Associates; the flooring distri- 
butors, Don Brann Associates; the 


contractors, Elzinga-Volkers; the surety , 


company; and North Kent. 

The letters set a deadline—Septem- 
ber 28—for correcting the problem. The 
responses varied. The one from: North 
Kent was a proposal to put in another 
floor for $500 off their price tag, plus 
their stipulation for collection from the 
school of about $4,000 outstanding. 

The school has withheld a portion of 
payment because of their dissatisfac- 
tion with the floor and two other items. 


The total floor cost was about $11,000. 

The board refused to consider paying 
for new flooring when the first one 
buckled and was torn up twice in a 
fruitless effort to correct the problem. 

It is North Kent's contention that the 
floor job was spoiled by water seeping 
in possibly from below. Don Brann 
Associates, suppliers of the Tarkett 
flooring, also makes this claim. 

The school’s position is that they paid 
for satisfaction and didn’t get it. The 
architect and contractor were thus also 
involved in responsibility. 

On Monday night, Mike Montieth, 
the construction manager for the. new 
school, told the board that the 10-day 
deadline letter put his company, Elzin- 
ga-Volker, on the defensive. 

‘‘We have represented you—been on 
your team—until now,'’ he said. He 
warned that being put on the defensive 
would have them testifying against 
instead of for, should the case go to 
court. 

Montieth asked that the board res- 
cind the ietter, reminding board mem- 
bers that for !6 months past the 


guaranteed one year after completion 
he has worked to resolve the floor 
problem. 

He also said he would be willing to 
continue to act as contractor-manager 
to line up bids from approved firms to 
geta viny!-asbestos tile floor put on. He 
noted that the cafetorium had such a 
floor and although, three feet lower, 
was having no problems with water. 

Montieth added that he thought a 
negotiator should be appointed to 
arrange for at least partial refund on the 
failed floor from the other parties. 
Montieth has collected no fees for his 
additional service. 

The vinyl-asbestos tile floor will cost 
about $5,000. The board approved 
Montieth's recommendations. 

Another puzzling problem with the 
new schoo! construction has been the 
accumulation of ice under one of the 
eaves. Pointing out its danger to 
children as well as to the building in the 
process of snow removal, the board 
asked renewed effort to correct what- 
ever it is that causes the ice to form. 


Boyne candidate slams city manager 


BOYNE CITY - One more candidate 
has filed his petition to run for one of 
the three vacancies appearing this fall 
on the city commission. 

Rudolph Florenski, a native of the city 
and graduate of Boyne City High 
‘School, is running because, he said, ‘‘I 
don’t think the city manager is running 
the city right.’ 

Among Florenski’s objections were: 
the cost to the taxpayers for rebuilding 
the downtown block of Water Street, 
$100 bonuses to some city employees 
but not toall, and bulk rate water/sewer 
meters permitted to condominiums. 

He said of the water meters that a 
single household pays more for the 
same amount of water than someone 


connected to a bulk rate meter would 

ay. 
: Another of Florenski’s concerns was 
the investment of funds the city holds. 
He did, however, spend an hour with 
the city treasurer, Edith Beck, and 
verified that in spite of inflation’s drain, 
the city funds have been making money. 

Of the bonuses, he said a number of 
the employees feel that giving bonuses 
to only some of the city personnel is 
against their union contract. 

Florenski emphasized these are reac- 
tions. He will go after the actual figures 
now that he has decided to be a 
candidate. 


With City Manager Tim Clifton out of 


town, The Press contacted another 
official at City Hall who verified the 
bonuses were awarded to workers on 
the Water Street job. 

‘They did more than the call of 
duty,’’ was the way it was put. Their 
efforts resulted in putting the work a 
week ahead of schedule and possibly 
more. 

In appreciation for the spirit and labor 
put in, Clifton awarded the bonuses. 


Florenski, unmarried, is self-employ- 
ed in construction/carpentry work and 
works part-time at the Boyne City 
Fochtman Motor Company. He served 
two years on the county board of 
commissioners.

Jogger will try 
Detroit marathon 


this Sunday 


BY JIM BAUMANN 

If you've driven around Boyne City or 
between Advance and East Jordan, 
you’ve probably seen Sandy Kadrovach 
running on her lunch hour or after work. 

She's been a jogger for eight years, 
but for the last 12 weeks, she has 
become very serious about it. She has 
been training to run 26 miles, 385 yards 
in the Detroit Marathon. 

The race will be this Sunday morn- 
ing, and she’s glad it’s almost here. 

When she jogged for fun and fitness, 
she ran about 25 or 30 miles a week. But 
lately she has been on a training 
program that has her running 60 miles a 
week, an average of 10 miles a day, six 
days a week. 

She has always enjoyed jogging, but 
“Right now, I’m getting tired of 
running,”’ she said. ‘‘It gets to you after 
awhile, and I’m anxious to run the 
marathon and get on with something 
else.”* 

Kadrovach says she ‘‘definitely’’ will 
finish the marathon race barring a 
“catastrophe” like leg cramps or a 
turned ankle. 

She has been active locally in organ- 
izing the annual Independence Day 
Race in Boyne City, and she has entered 
some shorter races around Northern 
Michigan. 

But she decided to enter the mara- 
thon when her boss, dentist Rob 
Polleys, clipped out a day-by-day mara- 
thon training schedule-from the: Detroit 
Free Press, which sponsors the race. 


The longest distances the training 
program calis for are 16 and 18 mile 
runs—two of each, Kadrovach said she 
felt good after running 18 miles the first 
time, but ‘‘horrible’’ the second time. 


The difference was having company. 
The first time, she was accompanied by 
friend Vicki Robinson on the last 10 
miles of her run. It's more difficult to 
run alone, which she did on her second 
18-miler. ; 


The excitement generated by hun- 
dreds of runners and cheering specta- 
tors ought to help her pull through the 
26-mile marathon Sunday. 


*‘| thought I’d feel cocky if J finished 
the training program and made it all the 
way to the marathon,’’ she said. ‘‘But I 
don’t. It has really humbled me. I have 
a gteat respect for people who are real 
athletes,"’ 


‘"’m hoping to finish this race in five 
hours with a good tailwind. But some of 
these guys can doit in.a little more than 
two hours." 


‘She says running takes more mental 
‘discipline than physical strength, ‘‘If 1 
can do it, anybody can. But.the mental 
partis the hardest, I've learned a lot 
about discipline.”

discipline to get out and run no matter 
what the weather is like. I've never 
done anything like this before, but it has 
really shown me that if you set your 
sights on something, you can do 
practically anything." 

Sandy and her husband Bill live on 
Leu Road between Boyne City and East 
Jordan. They have four girls, ranging in 
age from 10 to 19. 

She started jogging in 1973 after 
reading a magazine article about aero- 
bics. She advises beginning joggers not 
to un too far or tod fast at first.
